RESPONDING TO NEWS OF A FRIEND’S BREAKUP REQUIRES EMPATHY 


got divorced last year. 

[Cue standard response: Awkward platitude combined 
with a head nod, a move made famous by Tom Selleck’s 
character, Richard, on Friends. ] 

No, really, it’s OK. It’s mutual and amicable — a best- 
case scenario. 

[lve perfected my response.] 

Divorce has been common for decades, but as a society, we 
still don’t know what to make of it — or even how to respond. 
According to the CDC, there were nearly 750,000 divorces in the 
U.S. in 2021. That’s one and a half million divorced individuals — 
roughly the population of San Diego — in one year alone. 

I’ve been dismayed by the way people — family, friends, 
colleagues, acquaintances and even strangers — have responded 
to the news of my divorce. These responses become labels 
representing the tired view that divorce is tragic — shocking, 
shameful, utterly untouchable. Well, guess what? Divorce isn’t 
always bad. 

“Pm so sorry!” 

es, “feeling sorry” is a standard way to express concern — 
but it often comes across as pithy and pedestrian. For many 
couples, divorce isn’t a calamity. It's an act of logic, reason — the 
courage of your convictions. 

[Plus, haven't we all figured this out by now? You have no need 
to be sorry if you weren't responsible.] 

“Oh, that’s so sad!” 

Yes, absolutely there’s an inherent sadness to divorce. It’s an 
ending, and closed doors invoke nostalgia, loss, regret. While 
I won’t go so far as to say that my divorce is “happy,” my life is 
now open to the possibility of happiness — a prospect lost long 
ago in my marriage. 

[I'm not sad it’s over, I’m sad it didn’t work. And that’s a big 
difference.] 

“Oh, dear.” 

Yes, I’m now that pitiful soul — the one who must check the 
box that says single, the one eating dinner alone on a Friday 
night, the one whose children have two homes. These losses 
are real and they sting, and this response feels like judgment 
camouflaged as concern. 

[Our divorce was healthy, and we’re all OK — better, in fact.] 

“What happened?” 

It’s complicated, so forgive me if I don’t want to give youa 
complex marital history in the produce aisle of the neighborhood 
organic market. 

[This usually feels nosy. But maybe you're struggling in your 
own marriage? Or maybe you really care and want to be a good 
listener? If that's the case, let’s get together for coffee or a walk. 
I'd appreciate talking with a trusted listener.] 

“No! I can’t believe it! You two seemed perfect together.”

To the outside world, many couples appear happy or at least 
content, stable. Even in the age of social media, dirty laundry 
isn’t always aired. You can never presume to know what’s going 
on in someone else’s marriage. 

[We were perfect together — for awhile. And then we weren’t.] 

“Want me to kick his ass?” 

No, not his fault. He didn’t wrong me, though I appreciate you 
being “on my side.”

It’s good for me to stay busy and 
have support right now.] 

To alarge degree, I get it. We don’t always know what to say. 
But your response — intended or not — affects me. Language 
matters, always. 

So, what is a proper response? 

“Thanks for sharing that with me. How are you?” 

Perfect. You’re showing empathy, and, most important — 
you’re letting me guide the conversation. 

I recognize that I come froma position of privilege in writing 
this essay. Violence wasn’t involved in my marriage or my divorce, 
nor was scandal or heartbreak. So, Ican take myself lightheart- 
edly in writing this quippy (and hopefully helpful) essay. 

But that doesn’t equate to me taking divorce lightly. Some 
divorces are devastating for all involved. 

You just don’t know. And that’s my point. 

Ask me how I feel about my divorce before putting it through 
your lens. m

THE RAPE OF OREGON 


I’m new to Oregon, having moved 
here two years ago. I was driving on Hwy 
126 recently and noticed a large patch of 
forest had been clearcut. It was a lovely 
place and now looks like no man’s land 
from World War I. I drive by that open 
bleeding sore every day. It prompted me 
to look into the forest situation in Or- 
egon, and what I found was not good; in 
fact it’s catastrophic. 

In the 2020 fire season, Oregon lost 
more than 1 million acres. In the 202] fire 
season we lost more than 80,000 acres. 
In 2019 we lost another | million acres. In 
2018, 897,263 acres burned. So a rough 
total brings the figure to 4,726,206. 

Since 2000, 522,000 acres of forest 
cover has been lost to logging in west- 


ern Oregon. Adding to that, another 
150,000 acres of forests has been lost to 
the logging road network. That brings 
the total to 5,398,206, and that’s not in- 
cluding fires from 2000 thru 2017. 

The rate of clearcutting on state and 
private lands has far exceeded forest 
cover gain from replanting. Forest loss 
exceeds forest gain by 45 percent. It 
seems big timber companies in Oregon 
are going on aclear-cut rampage to feed 
the exports of raw logs to foreign buy- 
ers. 

The Department of Forestry’s own 
analysis shows that current clear-cut- 
ting practices boost water temperatures 
by an average of 2.6 degrees F. This has 
a devastating impact on salmon runs 
which count on the clear, cool water of 
shaded streams in the forest to survive. 
The Center for Sustainable Economy 
analysis shows that over 40 percent of 
some key watersheds for salmon have 
been clear-cut over the past 15 years. 

Clearcutting has to stop.

ENVIRONMENTAL FELLOWSHIP BRINGS UKRAINIAN SCIENTIST TO 
EUGENE TO MONITOR RUSSIAN WAR CRIMES, HELP UKRAINE RECOVER 


AFTER THE WAR

ateryna Polyanska waited 
until the last minute to leave 
Ukraine. 

Polyanska, a landscape 
ecologist at the Kyiv office 
of Environment People Law 
(EPL), formerly Ecopravo- 

Lviv, had friends in Ireland, Germany and 
Poland — and even the Eugene-based 
nonprofit who awarded her a fellowship to 
come to Oregon — who told her to leave the 
country on Feb. 24, the first day of the Russian 
invasion. 

“But I said, ‘No, I can’t. | have to stay with 
my family,” she says. After discussing the 
move with her family, she decided to leave 
Ukraine fora nearly three-month fellowship 
with Environmental Law Alliance Worldwide 
(ELAW). On March 23, she arrived in Eugene, 
atrip that required a1l2-hour nighttime bus 
ride to Poland, where she boarded a plane to 
go to the U.S. because air travel to and from 
Ukraine is restricted. 

She decided to leave, Polyanska says, 
because she can better help Ukraine’s war 
efforts from Eugene. 

While in the U.S., she says she is going to 
work with EPL in Ukraine to collect data on 
the use of Russian munitions and military 
targets with the goal of submitting it to the 
International Criminal Court. She’ll spend 
her time at ELAW researching some of the 
practices used in the western U.S. states in 
managing forests, marine areas and wildfire 
recovery, which she says will help Ukraine 
recover after the war. 

“The Russian military has committed many terrible 
crimes,” she says. “They have also damaged our envi- 
ronment.” 

When Russia invaded Ukraine, after its troops spent 
days standing by at the border, Polyanska says she thought 
the war would last a few days. Days after the invasion, she 
says, she relocated to a village outside of Kyiv, where she 
and her family stayed in a shelter. 

As the war raged on, Polyanska says she and her family 
helped Ukrainian defenders make Molotov cocktails and 
sandbags. “The next day, we saw Russian tanks near our 
village,” she says. “We heard explosions. We saw explo- 
sions and smoke and airplanes.” 

Polyanska has a Ph.D. in physical geography, which she 
earned in 2017, and she says she has a history of working 
toward environmental protections in Ukraine since she 
was a college student in 2008. Before the Russian inva- 
sion, Polyanska planned to use her nearly three-month 
fellowship with ELAW to research environmental laws 
in the country and take that information to strengthen 
Ukraine’s. 

EPL was established 28 years ago, making it Ukraine’s 
first environmental nongovernmental organization, 
according to its website. It works to strengthen the coun- 
try’s environmental laws through litigation and educat- 
ing stakeholders. 

But when the war began, Polyanska’s research plan 
changed. 
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She says she’s going to collect information about Russian 
use of munitions in the country and about the impact of 
razed buildings and burned bodies on the environment. 
She’ll be working with EPL, which she says has a database 
that’s collecting information about damage to protected 
areas, such as forest fires caused by Russian forces. 

International governing bodies have condemned Russia, 
alleging the country has committed war crimes. And after 
images of a mass grave of civilians in Bucha, Ukraine, 
were published online April 4, President Joe Biden has 
called for Russian President Vladimir Putin to be put on 
trial for war crimes. 

Polyanska says the Russian military has committed 
crimes against humanity and against Ukraine’s environ- 
ment and animals during the invasion. The military has 
burned stables of horses, and war has resulted in hundreds 
of dogs dying in shelters in the Kyiv region because no 
one could provide food or water for them. And Ukrainian 
zoos have seen animal casualties, too. 

“We want to send this information to an international 
court,” she says. “We want to start the process for these 
crimes and hold people accountable.” 

Polyanska says she’s collecting this data from vari- 
ous sources, such as official media outlets and via social 
and Telegram app messages from the military, regional 
administrations and friendly organizations there. She 
says she’s asked NASA and imagery company MAXAR 
for satellite images, but she hasn’t heard back yet. 


“Russians came in and destroyed everything — bridges, 
forests, parts of rivers, a lot of buildings,” Polyanska says. 

Polyanska says the use of Russia’s munitions, such 
as explosions from missiles and bombs and the use of 
bullets, pollute Ukraine’s soil and air. Chemicals from 
munitions include nitrogen oxides, sulfur dioxide and 
carbon dioxide, she says. 

Russia’s weapons have left craters throughout Ukraine 
that are visible through satellite imagery, she says. “Ifyou 
know the companies of these missiles and bombs, you will 
know the types of pollution,” she says. 

War-related pollution has an impact on 
Ukraine’s wildlife, such as birds, she says. “All 
of the birds want to create nests on our terri- 
tories but they can’t because they’re afraid of 
explosions, noises from the conflicts,” she says. 
“We will have a problem with this migration.” 

Russia’s naval presence in Ukraine’s terri- 
tory of the Black Seais also causing pollution 
there, she adds. Sunken ships and spilled fuel 
are a source of pollution and detrimental to 
ocean ecosystems. Groups in Turkey and 
Bulgaria, countries that share the Black Sea, 
found mines in the body of water, she says. 

The pollution caused from the Russian 
invasion provoked concern from scientists 
and organizations from 79 countries, who 
penned a March 8 open letter, saying the war 
was a clear violation of international law. The 
letter added that history of other wars have 
shown that environmental impacts will be 
“far-reaching and long-lasting,” and that there 
willbe aneed for environmental assessment, 
long-term monitoring and accountability. 

ELAW communications director and 
fellows program coordinator Maggie Keenan 
says the nonprofit doesn't have expertise 
in military weapons use, but the staff have 
connections with experts throughout the 
country who can help Polyanska, who’s the 
nonprofit’s first fellowship award in two years; 
ELAW hasn’t had fellows due to COVID-19. 

Polyanska’s fellowship with ELAW is funded 
by the Trust for Mutual Understanding, a 
nonprofit whose mission is to provide grants 
to U.S. nonprofit organizations to support 
international exchanges of professionals who 
work in the arts and the environment. 

When the war ends, there will bealong recovery process, 
Polyanska says, so during her ELAW fellowship, she will 
study state and federal environmental laws. 

Keenan says Polyanska has toured the Oregon coast 
where she spoke with an expert on coastal restoration and 
ecosystems. And she plans to visit Blue River to research 
the ongoing recovery efforts from the Holiday Farm fires. 

She also received the Janet Hughes Mersereau Schol- 
arship to cover her tuition for the American English 
Institute’s intensive English program at the University 
of Oregon. Polyanksa says English is acommon language 
in Europe and that having an advanced ability to speak it 
will help her not only communicate with other scientists 
there but also write academic papers. “In Europe, if you 
want to take part in a conference or work with interna- 
tional scientists, you should know English,” she says. 

In addition to her ELAW fellowship, Polyanska says she 
lectures once a week online to a class in Ukraine, which 
due to time zone difference begins at midnight for her, 
and she stays in touch with her family — even contacting 
her mother and grandmother in Kyiv about when air raid 
sirens are going off there. 

“It was avery difficult decision to go to the United States. 
Every time, I feel that I should go back and help them and 
I should work there,” she says. “It’s not my dream to live 
in the United States. I want to go back.” =

THE GLENWOOD AND OTHER LONGTIME BUSINESSES MAKE WAY FOR MORE STUDENT HOUSING 


n April 4, the table by the window where 
generations of students had drunk their 
coffee was empty. The day before, the 
Agate Street Glenwood’s light blue 
wooden doors shut behind customers 
for the last time. 

You could say the same about several 
businesses in Eugene. From beloved eateries to convenience 
stores, bars and shops, many are shutting their doors for good 
this year. And it’s not really the pandemic that’s to blame. 

First the Glenwood was sold, then it was the storied 
Taylor’s property, then the UO Duck Store announced 
plans to repurpose its neighboring buildings. Three of 
Eugene’s longest standing structures along 13th Avenue 
in West University will be sold or repurposed for high rise 
student apartment complexes in the coming months. 

“It’s bittersweet, it’s hard, we’ve been packing things up 
and I’ve gotten pretty teary-eyed a few times,” Glenwood 
owner Jacqui Willey says. 

Eugene’s West University neighborhood is changing 
at arate some don’t consider sustainable. But others see 
the development as a chance to remedy some of Eugene’s 
most complex issues. 

The Glenwood lot was purchased by Los Angeles- 
based developer Alder Ducks LLC for $3 million in June. 
The adjacent 7-Eleven was previously owned by Fields 
Holdings, which purchased the property for $1.9 million 
in 2013. It has since been transferred to Alder Ducks. The 
company plans to build a 12-story student apartment 
building with the acquired spaces. 

Down the street, longtime student favorite Taylor’s Bar 
and Grill property was purchased by Alum Eugene LLC, 
which will develop it as a multi-story student apartment 
complex. Across 13th, The Duck Store announced plans to 
demolish the adjacent buildings that it owns and repurpose 
them as a mixed-use development with stores on the 
bottom floor and student apartments on the floors above. 

Kevin Cronin, director of member relations and industry 
support with Housing Oregon, is a strong proponent of the 
influx of development along 13th Street. Developments like 
these, he says, will open up affordable housing elsewhere in 
the West University neighborhood for those who need it most. 

Eugene’s struggles with houselessness are palpable in

the area’s tent-lined streets. The city has the highest rate 
of homelessness per capita in the nation, with 432 people 
per 100,000, according to the City Mayors Foundation, an 
international research think tank dedicated to urban affairs. 

“Eugene has experienced greater than anticipated 
population growth over the last 20 years,” Cronin says. 
“Recently, we have chronically underbuilt the number of 
units to account for that.” 

Despite the potential benefits, Cronin says there is a 
particularly loud contingent of anti-development folks in 
Eugene. He refers to them with the acronym BANANA: 
“Build Absolutely Nothing Anywhere Near Anything.” 

When Cronin was in college, he lived near 16th Avenue 
and Pearl Street — an area he says has changed in more 
ways than one in the 10 years since. 

“They built a big high rise right behind my old unit, and 
across the street,” he says. “So the neighborhood has changed 
quite a bit over the years, and that’s going to happen. Our 
city needs to grow, and we’re building up rather than out.” 

He adds: “In 2010, when I went to the University of 
Oregon, we didn’t have homeless camps outside. There was 
nobody tent camping anywhere, and in that time period, 
we’ve had tremendous population growth, not enough 
units, and now we have tent cities. So the neighborhood 
changed in that way as well.” 

Cronin says that once new units are available closer to 
the university, it will free up other housing farther from 
campus for Section 8 vouchers, which provide affordable 
housing for low-income individuals and families. 

Where Cronin sees the developments as a solution 
for the housing shortage, people like Karl Eysenbach 
see them as creators of novel issues and degraders of 
Eugene’s small-town charm. 

Eysenbach, 74, has more than 50 years of government 
experience at local, state and federal levels. He spent 10 
years working with Occupy Eugene, where he focused 
primarily on housing issues and homelessness. 

“When I came to Eugene in 1972, East 13th Street was 
one of the unique things about Eugene,” Eysenbach says. 
“Tt made Eugene, Eugene. You had these varieties of small 
shops and businesses that led right up to the university, 
and it was very human-scaled and friendly.” 

Though he can’t recall exactly when it began, he says that 


as the high rises came, Eugene’s charm began to dry out. 
He likens the developments to “poisonous mushrooms,” 
popping up and contaminating their immediate areas. 

Eysenbach says the high rise student apartments are 
the latest real estate fad. In the ’80s, there was a rush for 
shopping centers, he says. In the 90s, it was all about senior 
living facilities. From 2005 and on, he says, the obsession with 
“luxury” student housing began, and has only grown larger. 

Eysenbach’s argument against these developments 
is multi-pronged — it considers community character, 
charm and survival of small businesses in Eugene, but 
it also takes issue with the feasibility of the so-called 
benefits of these projects. 

He acknowledges that more housing options for 
students and other residents of the city can bea positive 
asset to the community, but says he doesn’t feel like these 
developments are the solution due to their unaffordability. 

Rent at the newest high rise student apartment build- 
ing, the Union on Broadway, starts at $910 a month fora 
room ina four-bedroom unit. For a studio, residents will 
pay aminimum of $1,299 per month. Buildings located at 
515 Broadway and 959 Franklin Boulevard charge slightly 
less, but still come in quite high, charging a minimum of 
$814 per month in the cheapest five-bedroom units. 

Eysenbach says Cronin’s point is undercut by the 
number of vacancies inside luxury student housing 
complexes. If Eugene’s new surplus of units stays empty, 
he says it would have little to no effect on the housing crisis 
the city has been long trying to reckon with. 

“There is absolutely no relationship between the number 
of units built for luxury student apartments and the actual 
demand for those units by students of the University of 
Oregon or anybody else, for that matter,’ Eysenbach says. 

All three developments will be erected on the same block, 
between Kincaid and Agate on 18th Avenue. 13th Avenue is a 
one-way, which dead-ends at the corner of Kincaid. Kincaid is 
a partial two-way street, but dead-ends two blocks to the 
south of the developments, and Agate Street is one-way. 

Eysenbach also speaks to a logistical dilemma that this 
“egregious construction” will impose on the West University 
neighborhood. “From a cultural, historical, heritage perspec- 
tive in the city of Eugene, it’s actually criminal that there be 
this much of a density in that small of an area,” he says. =

ichael Moloi received a Black Lives Matter 
Grant from the Jordan Schnitzer Family 
Foundation last year. The art he created, 
which was shownat the grant-related exhibit 
at the Jordan Schnitzer Museum of Art, 
was a video he choreographed during the 
pandemic that showed people in different 
countries performing the same steps. When we met on 
Zoom in June 2020 to discuss his work, he said the hardest 
part of making the video was teaching the dance moves 
long distance. 

“We have to work together,” Moloi told me then in his 
lilting South African accent, relating what he knew about 
reconciliation after apartheid to the BLM movement in 
the United States. 

This year we met on Zoom again, which is largely how 
I’ve been conducting interviews for the past two years. 
Speaking about racism and its related effects, his easy- 
going demeanor turns weighty. He grew upin Johannesburg 
and was in grade school during the last years of apartheid. 

“We had two names,” he says. 

Every student had an African name — his is Tumelo 
— and an English name given by their teacher. I notice 
he goes by Michael more than Tumelo, sol ask if he has a 
preference. “Whichever makes people comfortable,” he 
says. The answer reflects his attitude towards mending an 
unjust society, which is that people need to be comfortable 
enough with one another to work together. 

Moloi missed the outdoor reception for the Black 
Lives Matter Artist Grant Exhibit at the Jordan Schnitzer 
Museum of Art last summer. He had to be at a different 
show — performing with Usher at Caesar’s Palace in Las 
Vegas. 

The Usher show was not Moloi’s first time performing 
on the Vegas strip. For 1l years he played the role of Sugar 
Plum Fairy in The Beatles LOVE, along-running Cirque du 
Soleil production at The Mirage. The great part of that job, 
he says, was getting to work with people from all over the 
world. He met his wife, Jacqueline Moloi, at The Mirage, 
too, though she wasn’t in the show, exactly. She was in 
Las Vegas on a softball scholarship at the University of 
Nevada, Las Vegas, majoring in sociology and also working 
as an usher at The Mirage. 

“Twas in the theater before Michael,” Jacqueline says. 

She wasn’t a performer in LOVE, though ushers were 
sometimes pulled into the act, but the show did bring her 
and her husband together in real life. Then after about a 
decade of living in Las Vegas, the original cast of LOVE 
began going their separate ways. 

It felt like time to leave, too, Michael says, and he and 
Jacqueline came to Eugene to be near her family. 

It’s important, Jacqueline says, that their children 
know both her and her husband’s family. She usually 
goes to South Africa with him, but last time he visited she 
stayed in Eugene because their youngest child wasn’t yet 
able to be vaccinated. 

Jacqueline’s parents, Sheryl and Roger Kerrigan, run 
Mountain View Farm, just north of Junction City. When 
Michael isn’t performing in Vegas he helps on the farm 
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Broadway Metro Theater, Eugene, Oregon 
Sunday, April 10, 2-5pm 
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and at Lane County Farmers Market selling fruits and 
vegetables. Did he bring farming skills with him to Eugene? 
No, Jacqueline says, but he can learn how to do anything 
if he puts his mind to it. 

She adds, “Michael sees everything as art.” 

Gumbootis a type of dance named after the boots that 
workers wore in the mines of South Africa. Working under an 
oppressive system, miners came from different subcultures 
and spoke different languages. To communicate with 
each other they invented a rhythmic language stomping 
their boots. The stomping evolved into a dance, which the 
bosses, upon seeing, found entertaining — despite the 
fact that it sometimes referenced them ina negative way.

Gumboot, when performed for those in charge, 
functioned as a subversive dance. 

Michael Moloi became an expert at gumboot as a 
member of the South African company Via Katlehong 
Dance. The dance company was developed to keep youths 
off the street during apartheid. He traveled around South 
Africa performing with them and then to Europe, which 
is where Cirque du Soleil eventually spotted him. He was 
an original cast member of Beatles LOVE. 

Brett Alters came into the LOVE show later to step 
into the role of Clown. He and Moloi became friends, and 
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it was through him that Moloi was called to work for Usher. 
Alters’ wife, Allegra Libonati, was hiring BIPOC dancers 
for Usher’s new show. When she asked her husband if he 
knew of anyone that fit that bill, he thought of Michael. 

While working for Usher, Moloi stayed at Alters’ and 
Libonati’s home. Remembering that Moloi carved wood 
during the day while performing at night in Beatles LOVE, 
Alters gave him his garage as a space to carve. Moloi 
used the garage, but not to carve wood. He used it as a 
makeshift painting studio. 

Moloi says he had the desire to paint since he was a 
kid, but couldn’t. Now, after spending a sizable amount 
of money on materials, he felt pressure to succeed. His 
first painting was inspired by a get-together with mutual 
friends of his and Alters’. 

Alters wanted the painting, but Moloi didn’t want to sell. 
Finally, after haggling in reverse — Moloi not wanting to 
take money —a price was agreed upon: $750. Alters thinks 
he got the better deal. He loves the painting in his house 
but also believes Molois artwork is going to “blow up.” 

Moloi is delighted, too. The amount he got for that 
first painting more than covered his initial expenses. He 
brought some paintings home to his mother, when he 
visited South Africa this last time. He has plenty more 
where those came from, as he’s made around 50 paintings 
in the last half a year. 

“Did he tell you he gave one to Usher?” Alters asks me. 

No, he didn’t. He didn’t tell me that he performed for 
Nelson Mandela, either, alongside artists such as Beyoncé 
and U2. 1 read that credit in his biography. Maybe he 
doesn’t like to name drop, as I am doing now, or maybe 
he’s just humble. 

That’s how Eric Braman, program director at Lane 
Arts Council, describes Moloi — as a humble artist who 
captivates people with his performance. Braman has seen 
Moloiat work as part of LAC’s Teaching Artist Residency 
Program. 

“He doesn’t speak at first. No words. He just starts 
moving,” Braman says. “No matter which age group Moloi 
works with, he connects.” 

Eugene’s Cultural Services Division posted a video of 
Moloi demonstrating basic moves from gumboot. Wearing 
the yellow boots often associated with the dance, he cups 
his hand, which makes a different sound clapping than 
when it’s wide open. The hand is an instrument capable of 
producing different tones. When Moloi performs, he uses 
his whole body this way — making sounds by clapping, 
slapping, stomping, whistling. The effect is an intensely 
rhythmic dance, alternately sorrowful and joyous. 

You can see Moloi’s brilliantly colorful artworks on the 
walls of Lane Arts Council’s office in the new Midtown Arts 
Center on 16th Avenue. His paintings, acrylic on canvas, 
are bold, like his dancing, and the gestural style gives the 
subject matter — people and animals — an immediate and 
welcoming presence. 

He envisions them ultimately as an element of alarger 
performance to include dancing, poetry, and music, too.

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A Poundstone of Jokes 


PAULA POUNDSTONE BRINGS HER OBSERVATIONAL COMEDY TO 


EUGENE’S HULT CENTER

he first time that comedian Paula Pound- 
stone was in Eugene, she saw a sign on 
the side of the road that left an impres- 
sion. 
“There was a billboard that said, 
“The wages of sin are death,” she tells 
Eugene Weekly. “And | said, ‘But after 
they take taxes out, it’s just a tired feeling, really.” Eugene, 
she says, “is a bizarre mixture of artsy and right-wing 
religious zealots.” 

Poundstone is a regular guest on NPR’s Wait Wait... 
Don’t Tell Me and acomedian whose material often focuses 
on pop culture and politics. And, in 2018, like many other 
people with access to acomputer anda microphone, she 
launched a podcast, which she says she started to help 
young people navigate life. She performs at the Hult 
Center Friday, April 8. 

As an observational comedian, it seems like Pound- 
stone would have an easy time writing material for her 
stand up through the day’s bizarre events, including 
U.S. politics. 

But she compares the overwhelming current events 
to growing up as a struggling comedian. 

“Thad acar named Dave — it was a’65 Ford Mustang 
—and it broke down every few feet,” she says. Her room- 
mate told her that her frustration with the car would be 
good stand-up material one day, but that wasn’t what 
Poundstone says she wanted to hear. “I don’t need my 
life to suck. I’ll make shit up if I have to. And I feel like 
that about the world in general today.” 

Poundstone started her stand up career in 1979, 
doing open mic nights in Boston. While learning the 
craft of comedy, she says it’s common to hang out with 
other comedians — but it has a cost. “We’d go out fora 
glorified meal at a Denny’s when the clubs would close 
and some of us would go to the restaurant for brunch 
the next day,” she says. “There comes a time where you 
worry you all start to sound the same.” 

She says she realized she was starting to sound like 
other comedians while living in San Francisco. She hada 
roommate who worked as a magician. Being a struggling 
comic at the time, she remembers being short on cash

a lot, and she’d often ask him for money. One time, she 
says she asked him for $5. 

“He strung out the embarrassment because he shows 
me the $5 and he does something and takes it out of my 
ear in that magician way,” she says. “And I thought to 
myself, ‘What is magic anyway?’ It’s, ‘Here’s a quarter, 
now it’s gone — you’re an idiot.”

She later went to see fellow observational comedian 
Jerry Seinfeld at the San Francisco club called the Punch- 
line. That’s where she heard Seinfeld on stage, saying, 
“What is magic anyway? Here’s a quarter, now it’s gone; 
you're ajerk.” 

She never used the joke on stage, but she says it was 
a sign that she was spending too much time going to 
comedy clubs and with other comedians. “That’s why I 
became a hermit,” she laughs. 

But people — especially comedians — are more similar 
than they think, she says. “A lot of what’s funny is famil- 
iarity,” she adds. “If was unique, people wouldn’t laugh; 
they’d just stare at me funny.” 

Despite its name, her podcast — Nobody Listens to 
Paula Poundstone — actually has listeners, she says. 
Although she doesn’t look at the metrics of the podcast, 
she says when she brings it up on stage, the crowd reacts 
like they’ve heard of it. 

She says she’s not getting the pot of gold that some 
podcasters are — like Joe Rogan, whose contract with 
streaming service Spotify is now reportedly worth $200 
million — but she and many others are getting “sloppy 
seconds” paychecks. “But that’s OK,” she adds. “I enjoy 
doing it. It’s a different kind of writing than what I’ve 
done for 40-something years.” 

Her podcast episodes vary in subject, from the U.S. 
Electoral College to climate science to the danger of 
plastics in the environment. But after hearing an expert 
talk about the Electoral College — the thing that actually 
elects U.S. presidents — she says she’s still confused about 
some of the things the Founding Fathers did. 

“I’ve been focused on the Constitutional Convention 
a lot lately,” she says. “The idea that our Constitution 
began with the premise that a slave was three-fifths of 
ahuman being, it really doesn’t feel like solid ground.” 

And the Electoral College will probably stick around 
since Republicans aren't too interested in changing some- 
thing that benefits them, she says. But if the U.S. had some 
sort of bizarre chemical in the air that had parties switch 
places, meaning Republicans became Democrats and 
vice versa, maybe the Republicans would see how unfair 
it is, she says. Then again, she adds, it’s the Republicans 
who’ve shown they’ll do anything for power. 

Even though the podcast is meant to inform people 
about mundane topics injected with her humor, like how 
to change your cell phone plan, she’s learning from the 
experts she’s had on. Her favorite is a plumber, from whom 
she learned why she’s always had high plumbing costs. 

“T had no idea that you weren’t supposed to flush 
Kleenex down the toilet. It really changed my life,” she 
laughs. =

COTTAGE THEATRE OPENS, 
AFTER A COVID-INDUCED BREAK,

f Shakespeare had written a musical, it’d probably 
look like Mamma Mia. 

This may sound blasphemous to the strict 
Shakespearean types, but the Bard’s comedies have 
some similarities to the musical based on ABBA. 
Mamma Mia features island mischief and actions 
that are the results of misunderstandings and love 

and has an unorthodox ending. (If there were dick jokes 
in Mamma Mia, I'd then be certain that Shakespeare is 
alive and writing.) 

Similar to Shakespeare, Mamma Mia has some 
familiarity for audiences, whether you’ve seen the 2008 
movie adaptation featuring Meryl Streep and Amanda 
Seyfield, or know who ABBA is. That familiarity makes 
the musical the perfect return to theater if you’ve been 
away for the past two years because of COVID closures.

Directed by Tony Rust, Cottage Theatre’s production 
captures the fun of ABBA’s music and Mamma Mia’s 
outlandish story, making the re-opening one to remember 
—andaway to show off the theater’s $2.5 million upgrades. 

Planning for the renovations began in 2011. During 
her speech to the audience on Mamma Mia’s April 1 
opening night, Cottage Theatre Executive Director 
Susan Goes called the building’s improvements “a 
dramatic costume change,” and she’s right. In addition 
to cosmetic improvements, Cottage Theatre has 50 new 
seats, and the layout of the seating is designed in a way 
that provides good views for everyone in the audience, 
a huge improvement from the previous version of the 
theater. 

In the musical, Sophie (Kassi McGregor) is about to 
marry Sky (Matt Arscott). Sophie doesn’t know who her 
father is, but after reading her mother’s diary, she finds 
out that it could be any of three men: Harry Bright (Joshua 
Sayre), Bill Austin (John Wilson) and Sam Carmichael 
(Joshua Carlton). 

Sophie arranges to have the three travel to an island 
off Greece, where she lives with her mother, Donna 
(Tracy Nygard). When Donna’s past lovers show up, they 
are a haunting presence for Donnaas she prepares for 
Sophie’s wedding. 

In her heyday, Donnaand her two best friends, Tanya 
(Jennifer Mandeville-Schulz) and Rosie (Janet Rust), broke 
hearts, partied and performed on stage as Donna and 
the Dynamos. But as Sophie prepares for her wedding, 
Donnais more focused on fixing up the bed and breakfast 
on the Greek island than her hell-raising days. 

Goes told the opening night audience that, like most 
theater production timelines interrupted by COVID-19, 
the casting of Mamma Mia had some changes. The musical 
was initially slated for 2020, so it had to wait about two 
years for its opening night. Some cast members stayed, 
and others joined the production earlier this year. 

But if there were hiccups because of these casting

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changes during rehearsals or from the cast’s long recess 
from the stage, they didn’t show up for showtime. The 
cast doesn’t miss a beat in delivering ABBA’s music. 

Nygard does well portraying the embattled Donna 
as she grapples with who she was and who she is today. 
While accompanied by the Dynamos, Nygard channels 
the superstar glamorous version of Donna from her old 
stage days (“Super Trouper”), as well as the vulnerable 
side as she prepares her only daughter for the altar 
(“Slipping Through My Fingers”). 

As Sophie, McGregor captures all of the hope and 
optimism of the bride who wants to know which one of 
her mother’s ex-lovers is her biological father. McGregor 
and her friends — Ali (Madeline Paige) and Lisa (Stefhani 
Anderson) — take delight in reading Donna’s old diary 
and the seemingly bullet-proof plan to invite the three 
men to her wedding (“Honey, Honey”). 

Of course, ABBA’s music requires high-quality 
choreography, and Janet Rust delivers as choreographer. 
Making use of every inch of the theater’s stage, Rust has 
the ensemble popping their heads through windows as 
they sing the chorus of “Money, Money, Money” and the 
cast tap dancing in swim fins in “Lay Your Love on Me.” 

Rust’s efficient use of stage captures the chaos of a 
dance floor as bride-to-be Sophie investigates which 
one of the three men is her father in “Voulez Vous.” It’s 
ascene where McGregor also shines as she has speed 
dates with each man, grilling them about where they 
were 20 years ago. 

If you’ve spent most of the past two years with your 
eyes glued to screens, streaming TV and movies, worried 
about missing the “old normal,” Mamma Miais the perfect 
way to be reintroduced to the theater world. | mean, 
is there a better way to shake the theater cobwebs off 
than singing along to ABBA’s hits with the cast during 
the curtain call? =

“Vulvodynia, or pain in the vulva, is unfortunately very common, and it sucks,” says Dr. 
Rachel Gelman, a clinician, pelvic floor specialist, and author based in San Francisco. “But 
there are a variety of treatment options and providers that could help LABIA out.” 

Gelman says it’s good that you've already had infection ruled out as a possible cause. But 
there are lots of other things that could be going on — nerve irritation, inflammation, hormonal 
imbalance, something genetic — and she urges you not to give up until you find an answer. And 
while Gelman is too polite to say it, !m an asshole, so I’m just gonna blurt it out: it’s shocking 
that not one of the gynecologists you consulted referred you to a pelvic floor specialist. 

“The muscles inside the pelvis, aka the ‘pelvic floor; and the surrounding musculature can 
contribute to or cause the pain LABIA is describing,” Gelman says. “Just like tight muscles in 
the neck can cause pain in the shoulder, arm, or jaw, a tight muscle inside the pelvic floor can 
cause pain at the opening of the vagina. A pelvic floor physical therapist, like myself, would 
be able to assess and treat this kind of muscle dysfunction, which would decrease LABIA’s 
symptoms and get her back to enjoying sex again.” 

But don't stop at just getting a referral to a pelvic floor specialist. “Due to the fact that so 
many systems live inside the pelvis which impact the vulva, several specialists may be needed 
to investigate and treat the potential causes of LABIA’s pain,” Gelman says. So, in addition to 
seeing a pelvic floor specialist, Dr. Gelman recommends you consult with a vulvar specialist. 
(You can find a list of vulvar specialists at the website of the National Vulvodynia Association: 
go to NVA.org, and click on the link to their “health care provider list.”) 

“A vulvar specialist would be able to perform appropriate tests to tease out what is going 
on beyond what a general gynecologist may look at,” Gelman explains. “And it’s important to 
note that the tissue around the vaginal opening is highly dependent on hormones to stay hap- 
py and healthy. Certain medications or medical conditions can impact hormone levels, which 
can in turn impact vulvar tissues and lead to pain. There are also underlying inflammatory 
conditions that could also be causing this pain.” 

And even if you don’t have an underlying mental health or psychological condition, LABIA, 
the pain you've suffered — along with the resulting sexual deprivation — sounds like a lot, 
and talking about it with someone could help you reconnect more quickly with your ability to 
take pleasure in this part of your body again. 

“The brain is powerful and having vulvar pain or any kind of sexual dysfunction can be 
mentally draining, which can further exacerbate pain,” Gelman says. “So, a good sex therapist 
may also be a helpful ally here. Bottomline, vulvar pain is common and typically requires a 
team of providers—but help is out there.”
